If y ou hu ng arou nd enou gh at the mu ddy 
firebases and in the ju ngles with the kids who 
pu lled the triggers for the old men who ran this 
war in 1969, y ou sometimes get the feeling, 
between the hou rs of boredom and and the 
seconds of terror and the daily entrances by jet 
and nightly ex ists by alu minu m box , that the 
kids cou ld work things ou t with the kids on the 
other side. 
That if the wires from the Pentagon to the 
Sou th Vietnam command nerv e centers and from 
Hanoi to the Cambodian cav es had all of a su d­ 
den fallen still, the kids sent here to kill each 
other might hav e all stood u p in the su n, dropped 
their gu ns and started picking flowers and cry ing 
— like a scene ou t of “ Elv ira Madigan.” 


Of co urse, that didn’t happen in 196 9, o r in 
the o pening day s o f 197 0 , and it 
w o u l d un­ 
do ubtedly nev er happen in a mo dern war. But in 
196 9, Vietnam seemed like that kind o f a war. It 
was no t a war o f natio nal hate, but a hated, 
dreary struggle. 
All the early romance and idealism were 
gone. Their flickering lights were snu ffed Ju ne 8 , 
when President Nix on annou nced withdrawal in 
a statement at Midway that mu st stick in the

minds of ev ery mother and father whose son has 
since left home for his y ear of war. 
The tou ted air cav alries had gotten their big 
headlines y ears ago. swarming like locu sts u p 
the An Lao, the La Drang and a hu ndred other 
v alley s. The Marines had made their amphibiou s 
assau lts and had fou ght their Khe Sanhs. 
The airborne paratroopers had already sav ­ 
ed both Hambu rger Hill and the American 
Embassy , and the thou ght of sav ing them again 
was somewhat distastefu l. The big medals had 
been distribu ted too often already and nobody 
came to the ceremonies any more to take pic­ 
tu res. The colonels who had begged to come here 
in 1965 to get their stars had already gotten them 
or been washed ou t. 


Co mp u ters, Career Men 
Now, the tactical operations centers and 
headqu arters were air-conditioned and com­ 
pu terized and filled with middle-aged career men 
who occasionally cau ght colds and wrote memos 
su ggesting the cooling sy stems be tu rned down. 


The sergeants pu shing booze at base bars were 
making more money than the American general-;

The strik e by pari-mu tu el clerk s, which id led Santa Anita 
for 27 of its allotted 75 racing d ay s, also id led most of 
Mrs. Ed d y ’s stable of eight thorou ghbred s which had been 
shipped to the California track u nd er the care of trainer 
Richard . 


“We had to send two of ou r horses to Phoenix when 
the strik e d id n’t end right away ,” Mrs. Ed d y say s. “And 
we had to hire ex tra grooms and ex ercise boy s there becau se 
ou r own had to stay with the other horses at Santa Anita.” 
The shift to Phoenix was an ex pensiv e one. Besid es the 
ex tra cost inv olv ed in hiring ad d ed help and shipping the 
horses there, the Phoenix pu rses are smaller than those 
at Santa Anita, Mrs. Ed d y say s. 
Purses Down One-Third 
“The minimu m pu rse at Santa Anita is $4,000 and the 
av erage is $6,000,” she say s. “At Phoenix the pu rses are 
abou t one-third of that.” 


Mrs. 
Ed d y say s, “I can’t really say how mu ch we 
lost d u ring the strik e becau se it’s impossible to figu re in 
(he pu rses y ou might hav e won. The trainer gets abou t 
$17 a d ay per horse and he pay s the ex ercise boy s ou t 
of that. Then there is the feed cost, the v et and the black smith 
who mu st still be paid ,” she said . 


“.My son (Richard ) tells me he and the other trainers 
and owners feel that people who hav e no inv estment in 
racing shou ld n’t be able to tie it u p the way the pari-mu tu el 
clerk s hav e d one,” she say s. 
California pari-mu tu el clerk s had been av eraging $5 0.43 
per d ay u nd er the old contract and other work ers av eraged 
between $38 30 and $39.13.
